Neil Keen, flashing the form that 
carried him to a record 19 main event 
victories in 1961, won his second main 
of the year at Ascot Park Friday 
night over a dusty, wind-blown track. 

Thirteen riders fell in the 17-event 
program because of the loose dirt, 
dry course and absence of traction. 
Visibility was so limited at times by 
the swirling dust that racing was 
held up almost 40 minutes after the 
amateur semi. 

Keen and his BSA beat Cal Ray- 
born and season point leader Sammy 
Tanner in the 15-lap expert main 
after he, Tanner and Mel Lacher won 
the heats. Keen’s time was 6:41.51, 
almost one full minute off the track 
record. 

Other times were equally poor. 
H-D mounted Jim Nicholson won the 
amateur main in 4:27.16 (the record 
is 3:58.18), and Ron Kruseman (Hon- 
da) took the eight-lap novice final in 
3:41.62 (the record is 3:17:72). 


Nicholson’s win was his second: 


straight and 10th of the year on three 
different brands.

COLLEGE WANTS 
M/C INSTRUCTORS 


Dean Franklin Johnson of Los An- 
geles Trade Technical College is hop- 
ing to offer a complete junior college 
course in motorcycle mechanics to 
start next February. The college, loc- 
ated at 400 W. Washington Blvd., Los 
Angeles, is now sorting out its cur- 
riculum and taking instructor appli- 
cations from qualified members of 
the motorcycle industry. 

Requirements for instructors in the 
junior college course are seven years’ 
experience in motorcycle mechanics 
(of which one out of the last three 
years must be full time) high school 
diploma and good character. Instruc- 
tor’s pay is $6,000 per year to start, 
although men with college back- 
ground could receive more. Top pay 
for a junior college instructor is $14,- 
000 per year. At present, only day- 
time classes are contemplated. 

Another need, according to Dean 
Johnson, is for equipment to teach 
the course. Tools, engines and com- 
plete motorcycles are lacking for 
classroom use.

WHITE FRONT NOW 
SELLING SMALL CYCLES 


White Front, one of the largest dis- 
count store chains in California, is 
now selling and servicing motor- 
cycles. The 18 White Front stores 
carry the Mirman Atlas 100 and the 
Mirman Titan 50, both manufactured 
by an as yet undisclosed Italian mot- 
orcycle factory. 

Store officials are witholding the 
name of the manufacturer, pending 
negotiations for an exclusive distri- 
bution contract, according to Robert 
Merman, who has the motorcycle 
concession for the stores. 

The Mirman Atlas 100, an aircool- 
ed, eight horsepower two-stroke, 
sells for $299.88, including all set up 
and freight charges. Terms are no 
money down and as low as $4 per 
week. 

The Mirman Titan 50 sells for 
$249.88 with no money down and $3 
per week. 

Both machines carry a six-month 
or 6,000 mile warranty on parts and 
labor. 

The 100cc machine has a 94.5cc en- 
gine with an 8.0:1 compression ratio 
and estimated top speed of 62 miles 
per hour, according to White Front 
specification sheets. The bike is sup- 
posed to get 185 miles per gallon. 

It uses 2.50x19 Pirelli tires front 
and rear. 

The Titan 50, billed as a “hunting, 
fishing, trailing, fun bike,” has a 
luggage rack, trail handle bars and 
six horsepower engine.

MEET... 
DON SPARGUR

Like the United States Marines, 
Don Spargur is trying to prove he 
can handle himself equally well in 
the air, on land and sea. Spargur, now 
manager of Long Beach Honda, 
bought an airplane when he left the 
Armed Forces in 1952, flew it ex- 
pertly for a few years, then started 
going to motorcycle races with a 
friend, Exit one airplane. Enter one 
21-inch BSA motorcycle. In 1963, Don 
retired from competitive racing, and 
decided to spend his weekends fish- 
ing. Exit one motorcycle — sold to 
Eddie Wirth. Enter one boat — a 40- 
foot cabin cruiser. 

“I miss the scrambles quite a bit,” 
Spargur admits. “I go to Ascot every 
Friday night and talk to the guys, 
and I get together with a lot of them 
for weekend fishing trips on my boat. 
But I'm pretty busy with work and 
the boat, and about the only time I 
get a real itch to ride again is when 
I go to club meetings.” 

He paused and grinned. 

“I’m still a California Gopher, you 
know. They made me an honorary 
life member.” 

Spargur, now 35, is managing af- 
fairs at Long Beach Honda with the 
same efficiency and dispatch he once 
used to climb to the top of the South- 
ern California scrambles ranks. Be- 
tween the store’s two branches, he 
has more than 40 men under him and 
only one — General Manager Charles 
Schott — over him. 

That’s quite a climb in a very short 
time. When he started at Long Beach 
Honda in 1961, he was a service man 
—the service man, a one-man depart- 
ment. As the dealership’ grew, He 
became service manager and then, 
two weeks ago, manager of the main 
store and assistant general manager 
of the entire operation. 

An easy-going man who knows 
how to get the best out of his em- 
ployes, Don—as when he was racing 
—gets the job done smoothly and 
properly without hurting any feel- 
ings. Just as he could whip the best 
scramblers three straight times with- 
out getting them mad at him (as they 
often got mad at Jim Goldsmith or 
Eddie Mulder) so he can now turn 
down a credit application without 
getting the customer mad at him. 

Spargur’s riding career, like a sen- 
tence from an Ernest Hemingway 
novel, was short, dynamic and suc- 
cessful. His first year, 1956, he car- 
ried No, 432. The next year he switch- 
ed from 21-inch to 500cc and carried 
No. 16. He finished fourth in the 
point standings in 1959, won the No. 1

THE FINISH LINE 


By ROXY ROCKWOOD 


In less than two weeks, the annual 
meeting of the AMA competition 
committee takes place in San Diego. 

It could be just another meeting 
with few minor changes, but it’s not. 
Last year it was voted to open the 
gates in 1966 to any motor up to 45 
cubic inches with overhead valves. 

In the next breath it was also 
voted to have another look at this 
important rule change at the ’65 
meeting. It may be a bit confusing if 
you have not been following along 
regarding this possible change. 


Briefly, the change would allow 
Harley - Davidson to go with the 
same engine they are now running 
on the ovals and road races, only 
add overhead valves. 

It would also allow the present 
40-inch Triumphs and BSA’s to run 
on the half mile, miles and road race 
courses. In other -words, machines 
that are now allowed only in TT 
events could run them all. 

An unofficial poll finds the pos- 
sible change not meeting with gen- 
eral approval by the men now con- 
nected with racing. 

Most of the private sponsors I have 
talked with are happy to leave the 
rule the way it is. They feel the 500cc 
BSA’s, Triumphs and Enfields are 
more than holding their own against 
the CC gap that now exists. 

They may be right if one is to 
use the ’65 national results as a yard- 
stick. H-D won five of the big bike 
events, Matchless four, Triumph four 
and BSA, two. This is the best brand 
balance ever. 

Much consideration has to be given 
to the private sponsors. These men 
make up the vast majority of spon- 
sors from any level you care to 
choose. H-D actually backed only one 
rider 100 per cent this past season. 
The rest of the H-D’s were private 
stock with varied amount of backing 
from the factory. 

One advantage to changing the pre- 
sent rule is that a rider would only 
have to buy two machines instead 
of three if he is to ride them all. Right 
now it is a 250cc for novice year, a 
40-incher for TT’s and a 500cc for 
ovals when he moves up to amateur 
and expert. 

The new rule would change this 
to using a 250cc and a 40-incher or a 
45-incher. Whatever way you are in- 
clined to think, you should let the 
AMA and the national committee- 
men know about it. A few times in 
the past a proposed change has come 
up and gone through, or been defeat- 
ed, by the adage “silence is consent”. 

It has taken some top tuners many 
years to develop their present win- 
ning machines. Many have done it 
all on their own—no factory support. 
They are not looking forward to 
starting all over. 

Then again what if the major dis- 
tributors were to go along with the 
change and go all out with support 
to tried and proven tuners and spon- 
sors? Say a dozen Triumphs, BSA’s

and H-D’s to winning tuners. 

Yamaha has already proven that 
all out factory support will produce 
winners. 

It has also helped upgrade the 
sport of cycle racing. A factory team 
is much more impressive than a rider 
and a mechanic that just happen to 
get together. 

It becomes more and more evid- 
ent that the two-stroke bombs with 
the tuning fork emblems are the 
fastest 15-inchers on the long courses. 
If H-D, Ducati and the other present 
four strokers are going to make a 
bid to catch them then it appears 
that double overhead cams are the 
only answer. 

Why not? The entire Sport of cyc- 
ling is undergoing a major awaken- 
ing. If we can think about raising 
the cubic inch limit then what is 
wrong with throwing in another 
overhead cam? 

Racing was close this year, let’s 
make it more competive next year. 
Let’s let them all run — as long as 
they are safe. 

Speaking of running, how about 
Neil Keen last week at Ascot? A few 
years ago he was known as the hot- 
test rider at Daytona due to his bike 
going up in flames. 

Now he will have a new title — 
“the big wind from Pasadena”. 

Neil was right at home as he has 
ridden at least a half a dozen tracks 
just like last week’s dust bowl. He 
knows of tracks back in Kansas that 
no one else has ever heard of. 

After the races last week, they 
had to move the parking lot out of 
the track and back to the parking lot. 
They found the surface of the track
